* Br1GHTHELMSTON B, or Baiqnrox, in Sussex, is 54 miles from London. 
It was, like Amsterdam, a miserable-fishing town, but is now a place of im- 
portance, to which it was raised by the countenance and bounty of the Pic 
of WAT zs. The houses are, generally speaking, more inconvenient than un- 
handsome; and the streets are narrow and irregular. In the year 1699y more 
than 100 huts were swallowed by the sea; and in a few years more, all the 
tenements on the Cliffs will be similarly devoured, unless a very formidable 
embankment is erected to resist that imperious element. lt is one of those 
numerous watering · places which beskirt this polluted island, and operate 
as apologies for idleness, sensuality, and nearly all the ramifications of

Independently 
of this vain doucrur, they must pay most liberally for their tickets! The card 
asemblies are on Wednesdays and Fridays. — There is an hotel, which was 
intended as a country Hummums, or grand dormitory; but, in my weak 
opinion, the establishment is somewhat inefficient, unless it can be supposed 
that the tumultuous equipment of stage-coaches, at the dawn of day, is 
contributory to the purposes of rest. There is a theatre, commodious, 
and generally well directed; the nights of perſormance are Tuesdays 
and Wednesdays, Fridays and Saturdays.

debeo. There are lodgings of all descriptions and fitness, from twenty 
pounds per week on the Cliffs, to half a crown per night in a stable;

houses, like the keepers of mad-houses, having but one common point in

So that out of the last hundred and nine years, we had fifty of open war, 
besides two Scotch rebellions, and a variety of expensive armaments, little 
better in some respects than actual war; and yet we have chosen the century 
most favourable to peace, perhaps, of any in the English history. If it were 
inquired what advantages have been derived from ſuch frequent, bloody, and 
expensive conflicts, we know of none, except the enormous increase of the na- 
tional debt may be reckoned as one, as some people scem most ingeniously to 
imagine.—Before the present war, this debt was considerably above two 
hundred and fifty millions : what it may be at the termination of it, heaven 
only knows! At present Mr. PiTT comforts us with the assurance that the 
existing war has not cost us more than one hundred millions in four years; 
and these he thinks very fortunately expended, in resisting (as he phrases it) 
the common enemies of all regular governments Vet to suppose that one 
nation can destroy the intellect of another, is svpremely preposterous. 

There is assuredly no fixing a precise boundary for intemperate spirits, 
when overheated by success ! It is possible that the French, if generally vic- 
torious, may, like the Athenians after the battle of Salami: with the Persians, 
become extravagantly absurd, dictating, and ungovernable !—Notwith- 
standing appearances, I have many doubts whether the French, as a nation, are 
capable of receiving and being marshalled by republican institutes! To go on 
from republicanizm to monarchy, is a progression agreeable to the nature of 
things, when it is considered that Luxury is the offspring of Refinement, 
Refinement the consequence of Experience, and Monarchy the fosterer of both.

To return from corruption to simplicity in an instant, is a retrograde motion in 
a realm of which history cannot furnish an example: - if it should be accom- 
plished, it will form the most extraordinary point of wonder, that has occur- 
red from the establishment of society to the present day: we shall no longer 
rely upon the influence of habit, but believe the elements of our education may 
be as readily overthrown as a molchill, and the very attributes and principles 
of our nature, as changeable as our garments. — Without venturing a sentiment 
by the way of explanation; it appears to me that the germinating influence 
ef Philosophy, which has in so material a degree weakened the interests of 
Christianity, has introduced a vpirit of disregard for the future, which impels 
men of all nations, thus actuated, to resigh their lives, with an apparent for- 
titude hitherto unknown within the pale of Christendom ; and if that high 
impulse which we denominate heroism, is to be ascertained by such a contempt 
of existence, I fear that neither che pages of the fathers of the church, nor the 
less rigorous maxims of modern origin, will be equal to the reinstatement of 
those convenient principles of faith, to which the power is ascribed, of mak- 
ing us blesed independent of action, and happy independent of thought. The 
Greek republicans mingled a noble ardor of piety with their undauntedness; 
they disdained the warriors of the southern world. because they imagined them 
impure, voluptuous, and the minionsof Venus: theirprotectress was uno, who 
-erforced chastity and honor; and they would not admit that Darius or Xerxes 
could be comparatively great with men who practised virtue and feared the 


gods. While the Greek states were shaken with apprehensions from the 
prodigious artnies of Asia, they evinced firmness, unanimity, and rectitude, 


but no 500tter were those fears removed, than Civil Discord brandished the 
torch among them, and sent her relative Ambition, whose evil suggestions 
made them harass and exterminate each other 

It was a valuable remark of Plato, that nothing was more to be dreaded in
